Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi pman expl ai ned the reasons staff originally proposed to follow an existing
taxing district boundary and further stated that if the Board desires, this can be changed to a geographi cal boundary so that
those other parcels can be included.

Chai rman Bradhurst noted that he has received a nunmber of letters fromlncline Village residents expressing opposition to this tax
and a letter from State Senator Lawrence Jacobsen urging the Board to put this question on the Novenber ballot so the citizens can
make their feelings known.

Don Kornreich of Incline Village, who originally proposed that this question be placed on the ballot, explained the process and
steps necessary to inplement this tax beginning with a favorable vote of the citizens. He also stressed the inportance of
protecting Lake Tahoe and the surroundi ng basin and the need for funds to do so.

Ken Cash, President, Incline Village Board of Realtors, stated that the Board of Realtors strongly objects to this proposed tax as
evi denced by the petition with approximately 150 signatures which he placed on file with the Clerk. He stated that this tax is
unfair as it only affects those buying and selling property and that they have serious concerns about the anobunt of npney that

will be generated, howit will be spent, and who will nake these deci sions.

Chai rman Bradhurst expl ai ned the nmethod bei ng proposed to adm nister the funds. He also stated that it is apparent to himthat the
Tahoe Regi onal Pl anning Agency is not going to allocate any nore comrercial floor space until the County and the citizens of



Incline Village and Crystal Bay do sonething to start addressing the environnmental issues. The Chairnman then di scussed | owering
the amount to 50-cents as opposed to $3.00 and having the County nmatch the ampunt up to $150,000 yearly fromthe General Fund as
anot her option to consider. Conm ssioner Muliot expressed opposition to the rest of the citizens of Washoe County subsidizing the
quality of Iife of the residents of Tahoe. Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi pman cautioned that the Board cannot take such action that
woul d be binding on future boards.

Incline Village residents Gale Pence and Cathy Col eman al so spoke in opposition to the proposed tax.
